While en parole t© the New York State Parole authorities, 
considerable suspicion was aroused concerning the legitimacy

OALANTE became a fugitive and after 
having been in this status for almost a year, he was 
arrested by New Jersey State Troopers in June, 1959. 
He was released on $100,000 bail and has not yet been 
tried on the 1958 charges.
